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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendments/remarks, filed on 02/28/2007, are acknowledged. 

Claims 138 - 162 are pending. 

2. Applicant's Terminal Disclaimer documents against copending applications 
USSN 10/794,344, 10/704,056, and 10/704/072, filed on 02/28/2007, are 
acknowledged, and have been approved. The Terminal Disclaimer documents have 
obviated the previous Double Patenting rejection of record, set forth in the Office Action 
mailed on 01/22/2007. 

3. Claims 1 38 - 1 62 are subject to a provisional rejection under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 1 - 7 and 1 0 - 1 5 of copending Application USSN 1 0/729,880. Although the 
cpnflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because they are obvious one in view of the other. This would be a provisional 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting claims have not in 
fact been patented. 

Given that the provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection over 
copending USSN 10/729,880 is the only rejection remaining in the instant application, 
and that USSN 10/729,880 is a later-filed application relative to the instant application, 
this rejection is withdrawn to permit the instant application to issue first. See MPEP 
804.
